Renews support for Shah 

Carter irked by treaty delay 


WASHINGTON, Dec. I 
(Agencies) — President Carter 

has said he was dissatisfied and 
disappointed at the length of 
time being taken by Egypt and 
Israel to conclude a peace 
treaty. 

But the president said the 
’United States would continue 
its efforts to bring about such 
an agreement no matter how 
difficult the la&k. 

At a news conference Thurs- 
day evening Carter said the 
■United States was negotiating 

and -communicating with both 
Sadat and Israelii Prime Minis- 
ter Menahem Begin on a con- 
stant basis. 

“1 have been dissatis fi ed and 
disappointed at the length of 
time required to bring a peace 
treaty,” he added. 

The president also said it 
was unfortunate that much ne- 
gotiating had been conducted, 
through the press. Last week 
Egypt published the text of a 
draft treaty and shortly after- 
ward Israel released one of its 
accompanying annexes. 
“Although X am somewhat dis- 
couraged, we are certainly not 
going to give up on the ef- 


fort. ..no matter how difficult 
it might be in the future,” he 
said. 

Carter said the disappoint- 
ments and setbacks were only 
temporary and no more ser- 
ious ftmn some of tbe problems 
thit had been overcome at the 
Camp David summit. 

“My reasons for what opti- 
mism I keep is that I know 
for certain both. President Sa- 
dat and Prime Minister Begin 
want a peace treaty, I know 
that their people warn a peace 
treaty.” he said- 

Supports Stab 

Carter restated his govern- 
ment’s commitment to the 
Shah of Iran and said the 
UniLed Slates had no intention 
of interfering in the internal 
affairs of the country. 

The president said he also 
supported efforts by ihe Shah 
to “change Iran in a progres- 
sive way” and trusted the Iran- 
ian people to make decisions 
on their own leadership.

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A dream derailed

TEHRAN — 
Eleven months of political 
upheaval in this strategic na- 
tion has badly battered Iran's 
economy and derailed the 
Shahs dream of transforming 
his ancient land into a major 
worid power. 

Violence in the streets, a 
chain of crippling strikes, the 
coHapse of foreign investment 
and confidence and a cutback 
in world demand for oil, key- . 
.stone of Iran's economy, have 
taken a critical toll 

Inflation is r unning at an 
annual rate of about 50 per 
cent and weU-inf onned sour- 
ces said the government has 
had to dig deeply into its for- 
eign reserves to keep the eco- 
nomy afloat 

Current official figures are 
'almost impossible to obtain be- 
cause of the crisis, but Western 
[sources said between $2-4 bil- 
lion have been drawn from re- 
serves that stood in September 
at $11 bfflion. 

The Shah’s mifitaty-Ied gov- 
ernment has settled, through 
force and largesse, nearly aU 
the strikes that last month 
canned what one diplomat term- 
ed “a sharp deterioration in 
toe economy.” 

But the monarch’s political 
opponents daily maintain eco- 
nomic pressure on him through 
wildcat walkouts, causing po- 
wer blackouts, gasoline shor- 
tages .and commercial shut- 
downi. Persistent slowdowns 
by civil servants have snarled 
government departments, some 
sources have said. 

"The next four or five mon- 
,tfas will be crucial," a Western 
economic analyst commented. 


“Iran now faces a severe crisis 
of confidence. 

“If the Shah cannot restore 
stability, get toe economy 
cranked up again and revive 
confidence abroad, Iran will be 
in very deep trouble.” 

Iran ’5 oil-based economy, 
overheated and distorted by 
grandiose spending in the 
boom touched off by the 1973 
oil price hike, was already in 
trouble before opposition to the 
Shah’s rule erupted in January. 


The monarch’s vision of a 
“great civilization,” creating a 
new industrial power, raised 
the expectations of Iran’s 34 
million population. 

■But when the economy be- 
gan to slide into recession with 
rising inflation, those unfulfill- 
ed hopra became a major fac- 
tor in sparking off the crisis. 


“We became too greedy,” 
lamented a prominent Un- 
trained Iranian economist “We 
were blinded by tbe concept of 
growth at aU costs and ignor- 
ed the social upheaval it caus- 
ed” 

Iran’s economic woes have 
alarmed the Shah’s Western al- 
lies, especially the United Sta- 
tes and Britain. This country 
supplies much of the West’s 
oil, controls toe oil lifeline 
through the Gulf and is a stra- 
tegic link on the Soviet Union’s 
southern border. 

The Shah has .been forced to 
cut back a S7 billion plan to 
build a chain of nuclear power 
stations over the next 20 years. 

He also has cancelled orders 
for 55 billion worth of sophis- 
ticated military hardware from 
the United States, Britain and 
Europe. Until the crisis, Iran 


was a major conduit for recy- 
cling petrodollars back into 
Western economies through 
huge arms purchases and trade. 

Prestige industrial projects, 
including a huge copper smel- 
ter in the arid south, have been 
scrapped and major road and 
rail schemes shelved. 

Western diplomats predict 
that more projects will be 
axed as Iran’s supply of hard 
cash dries up. 

Iran’s credit has plummetted. 
Banking sources have said 
Iran, once considered a model 
of stability, now is having a 
tough time getting foreign 
loans. 

Two years ago, foreign busi- 
nessmen flocked to jump on 
tfie oil-fueled bandwagon- Now 
Tehran’s hotels are almost 
empty. 

Foreign investment — more 
than S5 billion by U-S- com- 
panies alone — has hit rock 
j bottom. One ’American execn- 
: tive, who declined to be iden- 
tified, said: “Cancellations will, 
probably cost billions of dol- 
lars and thousands of jobs.” 

B anking sources clai m ner- 
vous Iranians have transferred 
as much as S3 billion abroad. 
The government halted the fli- 
ght of capital by imposing cur- 
rency restrictions. 

But, the sources commented, 
“The damage has been done. 
Industrial development, has 
slowed down from a gallop to 
a crawl.” 

“Without the oil there is no 
economy,” a Western diplomat 
commented. “If political stabi- 
lity can be restored, the eco- 
nomy could probably recover 
‘quite quickly — but that’s a 
pretty big if-” — (AP)

Drawing on more than 40 
years or experience in Saudi 
journalism. Uthman Hafiz is, 
■beyond doubt, ihe right man 

to write this history. 

"The Press in Saudi Ara- 
bia" is not the first book on 
this subject. The famous Egyp- 
t's n author Taha Hussein was 
very interested in the cultural 
development of the Arabian 


world. In the same year, the tabasi" (priniinghouse of the 
French published in Egypt the Hejaz province) in Mecca, 
first newspaper in the Arabic which was guided by Ahmad 
language. The Ottoman rulers zaini Dahlan, a fomus Hejazi 
followed suit in 1S55 with an scholar.

LOS ANGELES — The 
schedule alone was enough to 
make one cringe. Fly 24,000 
kilometers to 25 cities in 10 
days to campaign for 32 Re- 
publican candidates with 21 
news conferences and 33 fund 
raising functions, including 13 
receptions, four breakfasts, se- 
ven lunches and nine dinners. 

Gerakl Ford, however, a 
much more relaxed these days, 
now that he no longer has' to 
stay on top of all the daily 
political and international cri- 
ses that cross the desk of a 
president.

Everywhere that his charte- 
red executive jet touches 
down, he urges his audiences 
to work extra bard to elect 
Republicans. The two-party 
system is in danger, he says, 
because Democrats so domi- 
nate political offices at all le- 
vels of government.

Husky Emotion 

His voice is very low, very 
alow, almost husky with emo- 
tion. as he talks about looking 
down upon the floodlit beauty 
of the Capitol, the White 
House and the Washington. 
Lincoln and Jefferson memo- 
rials glittering like jeweled bits 
of living history. 

“r-m not ashamed of it. I 
got goose bumps,” he said. 
And then he said that he and 
his wife Betty always “clasped 
bands at these moments, and 
uttered a prayer far the fu- 
ture of the greatest country in 
the bistory of mankind.” 

His Republican audiences 
axe always hushed by this 
time, stilled by the amount of 
feeling Ford pours into his 
words. When he asks them to 
pray for the nation, and thanks 
them, and akiat God to bless 
them be newer fails to gei an 
equally emotional . standing 
ovation. 

Open Options 

Ford is keeping his options 
open for 1980. At the news 
conferences bekl at every fund 
raiser he is asked by local 
reporters whether be will run 
for president again. Sometimes 
he is asked if Ronald Reagan's 
candidacy would influence 
him . 

His answers, like the stan- 
dard speech he gives at every 
stop, are variations on the 
same theme. 

“Yes. FH consider it,” be 
said in Salt Lake City on a 
Monday afternoon. 

“I honestly haven’t given it 
one minute's thought," he said 
in Grand Junction, Colorado, 


that night 

“1 haven't decided whether 
-to be in or out,” he said in 
Kansas on a Tuesday after- 
noon, adding. “1 can tell you 
this — I’m very healthy, HI 
be around in 1980, I won't 
duck any responsibilities.” 
Aides to Ford, the only man. 
who has ever become noth a 
vice president and a president 
without winning an election 
outside his Congressional dis- 
trict, say that they don't be- 
lieve he knows what he wants 
to do. 

Standard speech 
Ford has put together one 
standard speech. He usually 
delivers it off the cuff or with 
only brief glances at his notes, 
it contains two broad, recur- 
ring themes: 

— Inflation is the best Re- 
publican campaign issue. 

— President Carter and the 
Democrat Congress are total- 
ly responsible for it 
. Ford's idea of how to build 
Republican strength, stresses the 
argument that Carter and the 
Democratic Congress are sole- 
‘ ly‘ responsible for the double- 
digit inflation that is worrying 
voters. He hammers that point 
home at every stop, emphasi- 
zing what he calls” Carter- 
inflation.’' 

He always mentions that he 
became president on Aug. 9, 
1975, when inflation was near- 
ly 12 percent, and that by 
the time he left office it had 
dropped to 4.8 percent. He ne- 
ver mentions that bis inflation- 
fighting programs were Nam- 
ed for driving unemployment 
up to record non-Depression 
levels. 

“The sole responsibility rests 
right on the president and the 
Democratic Congress,” Ford 
declares. — (LAT) * * •

Seat of creation 


The invention of chairmaker Peter Danko 


By Ron Brodnuum 
ALEXANDRIA. Virginia — 
Furniture maker Peter Dan* 
ko’s innovative one-piece ply- 
wood chair has bear bought 
by the Museum of Modem Art 
in New York City. 

MOMA will soon display the 
chair and a model of its break- 
through construction in its de- 
sign gallery. The Danko chair 
wiH be shown with earlier im- 
portant designs such as the 
Thonet Bentwood chair of the 
19th century and the Chari es- 
•Ray Eames-Eero Saarinen ply- 
wood chairs of the 20th. 

■ Danko's design is a major 
accomplishment in the centu- 
ries-long search for a light, 
cheap, easily mass-made chair. 

Seat of creation 
Today, the seat of Danko’s 
creations is the back-room shop 
at his Pond Gallery in Alexan- 
dria, where he’s made 30 or 
40 of the chairs. But a major 
furniture manufacturer is nego- 
tiating for the rights to mass 
produce the plywood chair, and 


Danko's designs may soon be 
as ubiquitous in cafes and res- 
taurants as Eames’ are in air- 
ports. 

The Danko chair comes in 
two models, with and without 
arms. Both models are stack- 
able, and the legs of each chair 
extend farther back than the 
backrest, so you C3n shove 
them up against a wall without 
marring the wallpaper or paint. 
Made in one piece, they stay 
in one piece: There are no 
screws, no joints to come apart. 

Danko had dabbled in one- 
piece plywood constructions 
years before he got the idea 
to send pictures of his work 
to MOMA. 

A sane idea 

"It seemed a sane and in- 
telligent way of doing an in- 
expensive chair,” said Stewart 
Johnson. MOMA's curator of 
design and architecture. “We 
suggested he get in touch with 
some manufacturers about it.” 

Today Danko is negotiating 
for commercial production with 


the same manufacturers who 
not a year ago told him be- 
cause so many had tried and 
failed to make a one-piece 
wooden chair, he. ipso facto, 
must have failed, too, whether 
he knew it or not 

“They said, ‘What you’re do- 
ing’s not new. People have 
been trying to do it for a long 
time,' Danko recalls. “The 
chair was right in front of 
them, but they didn’t believe 
it” 

At present the armchair costs 
S160. side chairs S130. Both 
should be less expensive in 
mass production. A design For 
a lounge chair is also on the 
drawing board. 

He is concerned that his 
work be both functional and 
artistic, or rather sculptural 
“Bizarre” is his generic descrip- 
tion for a lot of his eariy 
work, including the “boo-boos” 
and the “one where i didirt 
know what I was getting into.”

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Germany’s nuclear program faltering

FRANKFURT - “There 
are a lot of hungry dogs fight- 
ing over a few bones these 
days/' says Klaus Barthelt, 
chairman of West Germany’s 
Kraftwerk Union, the largest 
nuclear- power-station construc- 
tion firm in West Germany and 
one of tbe largest in the world. 

Though KWU still has about 
S 1 1 billion worth of back 
orders on Its books, and thus 
is not exactly among Ger- 
many's neediest cases, the firm 
has received no new domestic 
orders for three years. With- 
out domestic orders. KWU offi- 
cial Joachim Hospe says, ex- 
port orders also are hard to get 
because foreign customers want 
to buy proven systems. 

Tbe reason KWU has no 
new domestic orders is that 
West Germany's nuclear-power 
program — tbe fifth largest in 
tbe world behind the United 
States, the Soviet Union, Japan 
and England — has come to a 
grinding halt because of a' 
variety of legal, environmental, 
political and safety considera- 
tions. 

The abrupt chance of pace, 
in what was after the 1973-74 
oil crisis a thriving, multi-bil-' 
lion-dollar industry, reflects “a 
crazy, unpredictable situation,” 
as one KWU official describes 
it. in several European coun- 
tries. 

In Sweden last month the 
government of Premier Thorb- 
jom Falldin fell on the same 
issue that brought it to power. 
Faildin's successful campaign 
in 1976 was based largely on 
vigorous opposition Lo nuclear 
power, including pledges not 
to start any more plants, and 
even threats to shut off five 
already operating. 

But attitudes have changed 
in Sweden .and the premier’s 
coalition partners now favor 
an increase in nuclear power to 
get away from foreign-oil de- 
pendence. With no more com- 
promises left, the premier step- 
ped down. 

In Austria this month voters 
decided by a tiny majority of 
50,4 per cent not to let the 
state-run utility company push 


the start button on the coun- 
try’s first nuclear-power plant, 
which had been under develop- 
ment for eight years and was 
completed months ago at a cost 
of almost 5.600 million. 

By most accounts, the Aus- 
trian reactor probably would 
be operating now were it not 
for a political blunder by die 
usually adroit Chancellor Bru- 
no Kreisky. Opinion polls 
earlier this year indicated 
majority support for the plant 
commissioning. The two main 
parties, Kreisky *s ruling Socia- 
lists and the opposition Peoples 
Party, supported it. 

Yet Kreisky, perhaps sensing 
an easy political gain, insisted 
on putting it to a public refe- 
rendum, something rare in 
Austria, and hung his political 
prestige on it. 

The result was that the vote 
became a polarized political 
battle, while opponents of the 
plant at Zweatendorf, north .of 
Vienna, used tbe opportunity 
of the plant to inform voters 
about the potential dangers of 
nuclear power. What happens 
now. nobody knows, except 
that the unused plant costs 
$80,000 a day to main tain. 

KWU, which built the re- 
actor, stiU has 600 workers 
there. 

One reason Austria ultimate- 
ly teetered before joining the 
nuclear power club — it is the 
only West European country 
without a program — is that, 
like West Germany, there is 
growing concern over' where 
to store the radioactive nuclear 
waste. Also like West Ger- 
many, Austria is a federal. re- 
public with considerable auto- 
nomy in the individual states, 
and so far neither federal . 
government has been able to 
find a state governor willing to 
run the political risk of hay- 
ing the waste buried in his 
home state. 

In West Germany the situa- 
tion has produced a stalemate 
■with stakes many times higher 
than in Austria because of the 
dimensions of Bonn’s nuclear 
program, the enormous require- 
ment for energy- in this highly 
industrialized country and the 


sheer number of employes in 
the nuclear and related indus- 
tries. KWU. which also builds 
conventional power plants, em- 
ploys 17,500 workers and offi- 
cials estimated about 700 com- 
panies in one way or another 
are involved in the nuclear 
plant and reactor field. 

Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
has 6aid more than $13 billion 
in industrial investments in this 
field are held up around the 
country because of legal and 
environmental challenges, thou- 
gh Economic Ministry officials 
privately point out that not all 
this is nuclear power. There 
have also been some local 
challenges to new coal plants. 

On the other side, of cour- 
se, is the risk that opponents 
of nuclear power see to tbe 
environment and. in the worst 
case, to the population. 

. Court decisions in two of 
Germany’s 10 federal states 
last year ordered a halt to new 
nuclear power plant commis- 
sioning until a permanent and 
safe . long-term solution was 
found to the waste-disposal 
issue. Since then, work has 
stopped on three plants under 
construction at Brokdorf, 
WyW .and Grohnde that called 
for investment of more than 
S2 billion. 

The court orders have had a 
nationwide impact and that is 
why there are no new orders 
on KWU books. In effect, there 
is a de facto moratorium on 
starling new nuclear plants in 
Germany, and unless the waste 
issue is solved, government and 
industry officials agree the 
economic effects cou'd be seve- 
re. 

The Germans have identified 
a burial site in tbe salt dom- 
es of Gorleben in the state of 
Lower Saxony, which is suppo- 
sed to be geologically suitable 
for the waste storage. Building 
a complex there woo'd have 
some local economic appeal 
since it would cost about $3 
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n billion, making it the largest 

j* construction project under- 

5 -aken in Germany.

Bonn's plan was to have 

plants producing 24,000 mega- 
. watts of nuclear power by 1985 
I .that would supply about 10 
; percent of the country's ener- 
gy consumption. A new round 
of plants in the next decade 
[ would eventually push nuclear 
power to 27 percent by 
year 2000. 

Wes*. Germany will not meet 
its 1985 goal. But officials see 
no immediate crisis, in part be- 
cause the post-oil crisis econo- 
mic slowdown and energy con-, 
servation efforts have .reduced 
the rate of which energy con- 
sumption was forecast to grow. 

West Germany now has IS 
nuclear power plants in opera- 
tion generating 8.660 mega- 
watts. In a sign that Bonn offi- 
cials view as hopeful, courts in 
another state have approved a 
partial operating permit for a 
ninth plant near Karlsruhe 
which, if given final approval, 
wou’d increase the total *o 
9,560 megawatts by next year. 
Eight other plants, under cons- 
truction in stales where no le- 
. gal ch avenge have been made, 
also are scheduled to be ready 
by 1985. They would bring the 
total power to just over J 8.000 
megawatts 

That is still weH below the 
plan, but specialists say it 
would not be a severe problem. 
The crunch, they say. wAl 
come later if there are no new 
building permits soon, because 
it lakes 8 to 10 years to build 
a plant. 

What has been saving Ger- 
many's nuclear industry from 
much more severe problems is 
the heavy flow of foreign or- 
ders. Bui now that, too. is in 
some danger and not oniy be- 
cause the domestic orders are 
down. 

Aside from Austria, KWU 
won contracts in Argentina, 
Spain, Switzerland, Holland 
and two potentially huge pro 
jects in Brazil and Iran. 

in Spain, however, tbe dou- 
bts about nuclear power that 
have fueled opposition groups 
in many countries are also ap- 
pearing. While one KWU 
plant there is under construc- 
tion, the second one is now in 
doubt as the Spanish govern- 
ment reconsiders its energy 
program, Bonn officials say. 

In Iran, two KWU plants 
under construction are expect- 
ed to be completed in 1981 
and 1982 and the work paid 
for despite that country’s do- 
mestic turmoil. 

But the huge $5 billion pro- 
ject to build four more is now 
in serious doubt. 

Even in Brazil, where West 
German exporters got their 
biggest sale for a network of 
reactors and reprocessing, 
plants worth more than $9 bil- 
lion in 1975, there are now the 
first signs of trouble.

Worries of too much money

LONDON, Dec. 1 — What 
has been worrying economists

This 
week the dollar has been much 
fram er and this indeed: is a 
welcome recovery. 

Tbe question, though, is 
whether this represents just a 
temporary respite before we 
all start slipping down The 
slope again or whether it re- 
presents, as Churchill once 
said, "the beginning erf the 
end” and a real turn for the 


The wuxid monetary base 
has been substantially inflated 
once 1975 by the export of 
America^ inflation and the 
CT S m ptfnt in The mo- 

netary base of the count ri es 
on the receiving end. So far 
this has not fuelled any dra- 
nwtift acceleration of economic 

activity. The impact has been 
mainly taJceo up by an increa- 
se in prices for assets, espe- 
cially houses and in some ca- 
ses stocks and shares. 

• jft certain countries, includ- 
ing those with the hardest cur- 
rencies of all, Germany and 
Switzerland, the huge expan- 
sion in the monetary base has 
coincided with the apprecia- 
tion of the domestic cmrency, 
the mark and the Swiss franc, 
which m txsa. has hekt down 
the rate of inflation. 

But the increase in the mo- 
notaxy base is noneth e less a 
pme, bomb.

Some eco- 
nomists argue that just such 
a take-off in activity has been 
o(rairi«e in Europe over the 
past few months. 

Of course, a real credit 
Crunch in the U.S. next year 
could jolt not just the U.S. 
but the rest of the world back 
into a recession and thus pre- 
vent such an expansion, yet 
it seems doubtful That this will 
in fact happen because with 
Uie liquidity which is already 
around it would take tremen- 
dously resolute action to dam- 
pen the whole thing down. 

And, if there’s one thing 
that looks unlikely, it is real- 
ly resolute action in Washing- 
ton- We have to remember 
that effective methods would 
have to offset the inflationary 
impact of the decline in the 
dollar, a further round in wage 
i nfla tion and would have to 
negate the very substantial li- 
quidity of the system, it’s just 
not likely. 

What is much more likely, 
is a temporary respite, deli- 
vered (as it is already being 
delivered) by higher rates of 
interest, by the drying up of 
«he excessive speculation 
against the dollar (and for 
gold) and by the improved 
outlook, for the U-S- trade ba- • 
lance. 

Encouraged by *his easing 
pressure and appalled by the 
cost (political as well as eco- 
nomic) of high interest rates, 
the moment may well come 
when ®be adriaflisttarion will 
deride to get America “on the 
move again”.

Soviets facing shortage 
of raw materials, energy 


■ MOSCOW, Dec. 1 (Rb- 
The Soviet Union is facing a 
squeeze on energy and raw 
materials that could lower 
down iis vital exports of oil 
and gas for hard currency 
next year. Western analysts 
said Friday. 

They said figures released at 
a three-day session of the 
Supreme Soviet ( parliament i 
in Moscow which ended Fri- 
day provided background to 
an earlier speech by President 
Leonid Brezhnev which singl- 
ed out fuel and raw materials 
as a key area of concern for 
the Kremlin. 


Brezhnev told the Commu- 
nist ’’Party Central Co mm i nee 
on Monday that “metals and 
fuels continue to limit us” des- 
pite massive investments in re- 
cent years. 

Analysts said the provision- 
al economic results for 1978 
presented by planning chief 
Nikolai Baibakov on Wednes- 


day showed that while oil and 
gas production was nearly on 
target, coal production *his 
year fell far short of the plan- 
ned figure. 

Baibakov said Soviet mines 
produced 729 million tons of 
coal this year, a shortfall of 
17 million and only seven mil- 
lion up from Iasi year. 

Next year the target will be 
752 million ions, but Western 
analysts said it would take a 
sudden improvement to ach- 
ieve tins figure. 

The current Soviet five-year 
plan, which is jusi ending hs 
third year, calls for coal pro- 
duction to rise to a target of 
805 million tons in 1980 — a 
goal titat now seems increasing- 
ly out of reach. 

Soviet energy planners have 
been trying «o boost coal pro- 
duction fast in order to free 
hydrocarbons— oil and natur- 
al gas — for exports and for 
use in the petrochemicals in- 
dustry.

ROME, Dec. 1 (Af) — Beef 
production went down 4 his 
year, reversing a seven-year- 
old upward trend and sending 
prices skyrocketing, the U.N. 
Food and Agriculture Organi- 
zation. reported Friday.

W. German strike 


Steel management bars workers 


ESSEN, West Germany, 
Dec. 1 (AP) — Managers of 
iron and steel plants locked 
29,000 workers out of facto- 
ries in northwestern Germany 
Friday, aggravating the first 
strike in their region in 50 
years. 


The move came in reply to 
a strike by some 37,000 me- 


tal union members hi other 
plants in the heavily indurtria- 
tfzed Ruhr area, Bremen and 
Osnabruecfc, on Tuesday. 


Employers described the- 
lockout as a legal means to 
bring about a quick end to the 
strike action approved by 86.9 
per cent of the union members 
among northwest Germany's 
208,000 iron and steel -wor- 
kers. 

Strikers are calling for in- 
troduction of a 35-hour work 
week and a 5 per cent pay 
hike. Management has offered 
a three per cent raise and six 
weeks vacation for all em- 


ployees. 

Workers in the northwest 
German iron and steel indus- 
try currently average a net 
monthly income of about 
2JQ0 marks ($1,000). Tbe 
union said that six weeks va- 
cation for all boils down to an 
extra day of vacation for 
some 70 per cent erf them. 

Plants participating in the 
lockout include Thyssen: Man- 
nestnann, Hoesoh, Kloecfcner 
and Krupp.
